As noted In paragraph b (1)^ above, operational termination was scheduled 
for 31 Deceiver 1959 and all eperatienal activity presumably* ceased as of that date* 
Rovever, because ef the coiqillcated legal status of the project, final liq\iidatien 
cannot take place for one year after the initiation ef the legal action to liquidate 
the corporation* For this reason seme opex^tional contact with Project Principals nay 
be necessary du±ing the period fron 1 Januazy I960, at which tine the liquidation was 
registered, and the expiration of the 1 year requirement in January 1961*
